For the sake 
of peace the Japanese, with a mag- 
nanimity worthy of their heroic 
achievements in this war, met the 
ultimatum of the Czar and aban- 
doned their demands not only for 
reimbursement for the cost of the 
war, but for the repurchase of 
the northern half of Sakhalin, 
Ru.s.sia at the .^ame tina' agreeing to 
a division of the Island. The Japan- 
ese also withdrew articles 10 and 11 
of the peace conditions originally 
proposed (demand for the surrender 
of the interned warships and limita- 
tion of the Russian naval power in 
the Far East). 

The news that peace had been 
agreed upon caused the most intense 
excitement at the hotels whore the 
envoys have been staying. Every- 
where there was a delirium of jubil- 
ation. 

Witte Was Happy. 

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 29 -The 
Association Press correspondent ac- 
companied M. Witte to his room. He 
had been quite ovcrcom • ' ' ■ \^rt':\t 
ovation he had rvceiveii ana ihc in- 
tense strain he had' been under. He 
throw himself into his arm chair, 
and, after a few minutes to "pull 
himself together," he began to speak 
.slowly and deliborately— almost aifcf 
he were talk lug to himself. 

"It seems incredible," he said. "I 
do not beleive any other man in my 
place would have dared to hope for 
the possibility of peace on the con- 
ditions to which we have just agreed . 
From all sides, frwn President Roos- 
evelt down to my own friends in 
Russia. I reeled up to the last mom- 
ent, even this morning, urgent rep- 
rosontutions that something should 
be paid to Japan." 

At this point M. Witte, who was 
still laborhig under ^(dtement, al- 
most lost control of himself. He 
paused a momont. then he went on: 
"The Japanese wanted to take our 
interntnl ships, lunl I have not con- 
sented. The Japanese wanted to 



war; aye, demand'ft, and I have not 
consented. The Japanese wanted 
the Chinese eaateraxailway south of 
Harbin, but I gave them only the 
railroad in poesession of their 
troops south of Chautafu. The 
Japan^ wanted the Island of 
Sakhalin, and I refused it, agreeing, 
however, at the last moment to cede 
the southern half, and then only be- 
cause I was commanded by my sov- 
ereign to yield and obeyed. Not on- 
ly do we not pay so much as a kopec, 
but we obtain half of Sakhalin, now 
in their possession. At this morn- 
ing's meeting 1 presented my writ- 
tenproposition.which was theRussian 
ultimatum. It was accepted by the 
Japanese. I was amazed. Until I 
was in the conference I did not think 
that would happen. I could not aih 



ticipate 
issue." 

It was a phychologicai crisis. I 
had made up my mind not to strike 
out a letter of the ultimatum I sub- 
mitted. So far as I was concemedr 
it was ended. But I could not tell 
how it would would woi^ ofl the Ji^ 
aneeemind. It was a oomfrfete vie* 
tory for us. 

Roosevelt Given Credit. 

Portsmouth, Aug. 30.— Terms of 
peace were agreed upon at Ports- 
mouth yesterday by the Russian and 
Japanese envoys, prelimmary ar^ 
rangcments for an armistice were 
concluded and the actual work of 
framing a treaty of peace was turn- 
ed over, by mutual agreement, to 
Mr. Do Martens, the Russian lawyerf-' 
and Mr. Dennison, the legal adviser 
of the Japanese Foreign Office. The 
treaty is expected to be complete by 
the em] of the week. Japan made 
an agreement possible by yielding 
on the disputed points. "Hie articles 
relating to Russia's iniemed war- 
ships and the limitation of her sea 
power were withdrawn. Jaetriftir 
agreed that only that part of ^fhe 
Chinese Eastern railroad sou th of 
Chantfu should be ceded to her, and 
an agreonent was made whereby 
the Island of Sakhalin is practicatly 
neutralized, each country bindinjr 
itself not to fortify its half of the 
island. It was also decided to add a 
broad clause for mutual commercial 
privileges. The treaty will be a 
friendly document of such character 
as to indicate that the two countries 
have almost laid the foundation for 
a future alliance. There is.however, 
no evidence that any st'cret clauses 
are to be api)ended to the treaty. 

The news that the envoys had 
reached an agreement caused great 
rejoicing in Port.smouth, and sudi 
scenes of enthusiasm as followed the 
return of Russian plenipotentiaries 
to the hotel were never before wit- 
ness<id in New Hampeldire. Mr. Witte 
wa-s overjoyed at the unexpected con- 
chisinn of the conference, and de- 
clared that he had never dreamed of 
such an outcome. His fellow envoys 
rejoice<l at what they considered a 
great diplomatic triumph for Russia. 
Karon Komura, the chief Japanese 
plenipotentiary, refused to discuss 
the agreement last night, and Mr. 
Takahira merely remarked that peace 
had been made " for the sake of 
humanity and civilization." 

Foreign capitals were surprised at 
the result of the negotiations and the 
diplomats of the world very gener- 
ously accord to President Roosevelt- 
the credit for the successful outcoma** 
of the conference.

Many ifndirifs later, when the 
Uonian empire was at the height 
of its glory, the warmest period of 
the year, between ."inly and 
AiigUHt U, was called the Cam- 
oular days. Camcnia was a Latin 
name for Serins, tlie star common- 
ly linown a8 tlie dog star. If is a 
star of the first magnitude in the 
conRtellation Canas Major, and is 
the brij,')ifest fixed star in the 
firmament. Tlie liomaus ascribed 
the great heat of snmmer to the 
influence of this star rising with 
file sun in the morning about .Inly 
I in tiiat latitude and continuing 
to so rise until about August 15. 

Milt fills star does not rise with 
the sun in all latitudes, and owing 
f o the law of precession it rises a 
little later eadi y<>iir. and in time 
if will arise with the sun, not in 
summer, but in the depiii of win- 
ter. But it is probable that the dog 
riiytfi will live forever, and even 
wlien. in ages to come, the dog star 
rises heliacally, or with the stin, in 
midwinter, the first weeks of An* 
gust will yet be known popularly 
as "dog days,** 

Astronomers says that the dog 
star has nofliin}r whatever to do 
with the warm weather of mid 
summer. Itisdaealonetothepo 
sition of the earth's surface in the 
temperate zone at this season, 
which receives the sun's rays al 
most vertically, preventing the 
heat rays from planrin^'off. Strilc- 
ing the earth's surface vertically 
the rays generate more warmth. 
Just as the surface of a mirror 
held vertically toward a tiro will re- 
flect more heat than if held slant- 
ingly toward it.

The coiffure of the Japanese 
woman, as is well known, indi- 
cat<'s whether she is maiden, wife, 
or widow; but undoubtedly the 
most ingenious and romantic hair- 
dressing is that of the Moki wom- 
en of Arizona. 

Wlien tl'Cbe women are young 
their tresses are coiled at the sides 
of their heads, so as to repre8<>nt 
the dowers oi the Hquasb plant (a 
kind of gourd). This is designed 
to sij/nify that they are them- 
selves in their bloom, and of mar* 
riageable agf . 

When they are married their 
hair is arranp-d to represent flie 
fruit of the plant, while in old age 
their locks are allowed to hang 
down in a form intended to repi^- 
sent the withered stalk.

"The female fleh has no mater- 
nal inxlinefs ivli!i tevfr,'' naid J. 
Nevin, u( Madison, su]>eriuteudent 
of the state flsh hatcheries, to the 
Evening Wisconsin. "In fact the 
flsh is the most uubumau creature 
in existence, that is, of the animals 
which ha\ e any degree of intelll- 
^Cence at all. 

"Perhaps it is well that it is lo, 
for if the parent flsh took care of 
tlit'ir yoiirij,' as oth<'r creatiire.s do 
tile waters of the earth would be 
filled with them in a very short 
time. I'nder natural conditions 
not one egg in a million ever be- 
comes :i ilnh a year old. As an ex- 
ample, I have seen female brook 
trout out into the spawning 
place and spawn their eggs and 
then tarn aronnd and deliberately 
eat them. 

"For the past few years I have 
i*«H'n much interested in experi- 
menting with bass and studying 
their ways. Here the male parent 
has some maternaJ instincts ap- 
parently. He builds the *n«st' for 
the fcinale. some little porlict with 
a gravel bottom protected from 
the strong current, but with plen 
ty of fresh water, and then Img-^ 
or pushes the female into it. The 
eggs are spawned l>y the female, 
who swims away and leaves them 
to their fate. Tlir iiinle fertilizes 
the eggs and tlieu for a few day? 
watches over them, 'fanning* them 
(M-casioiiallytoinsure a circulation 
of fresh water and keeping off 
other fish who would devour the 
eggs. The male tish have been 
known to follow the little fry for 
several days, protecting them un- 
til they were able to to care for 
themselves. 

"I have seen a school of say 1..'500 
bass fry devoured in five miuufes 
by a few sun bass or perch min- 
nows. I'nder the care of the fish 
hatcheries from 50, to 95 per cent, 
of the eggs become flsh fry. How 
many of the fry live to be a year 
old or 80 after they are planted in 
the streams it is very hard to de- 
termine. It depends so greatly 
upon conditions that no reliable 
estimates can be made."

Rev. J. N. Prestridge, D. D., edi- 
tor of the Baptist Argus and Amer- 
ican Vice President of the recent 
World's Congress in London, was in 
the city yesterday, returning from 
a visit to Dr. J. D. Clardy'.s in the 
country, where Mrs. PrestridgJ is 
spending the summer. He favored 
the Kentuckian with the following 
interview: 

Was the Baptist World Congress 
in London all you hoped for? 

"Yes, and more than 1 hoped for. 
There were over 4,000 messengers 
and the program was carried through 
from first to last with great enthusi- 
a.sm. The nipht that the Congress 
met there was a roll call of the na- 
tions and three minutes were given 
to a .selected representative from 
each land to greet the Congress, and 
to give a few sentences on the con- 
ditions and hopes of its Baptist peo- 
ple. The greeting was generally fol- 
lowed by a verse or two of the na- 
tional Hymn or some gospel song, 
often sung in a fHr- iLni tongue. At 
times the enthusiasm ran so high 
that the immense audience would 
leap to its feet and cheer and contin- 
ue cheering. That was a night nev- 
er to be forgotten. 

How did the American Baptists 
stand in the Congress? 

It was, once or twice, almost 
amusing to see how the P^nglish 
opinion of the American orator or 
oratory changed. Evidently they 
expected a rather Fourth-of-July 
tone and expression, but the great- 
est English Baptist present and the 
British Weekly, which is not Baptist, 
.said ""expressly that the American 
speakers appealed more directly to 
the intellect and spoke with more 
effectiveness than did the English 
representatives. 

Englishmen, you know, are con- 
tervative and not demonstrative, but 
they broke loose from all restraints, 
told us that the land was ours in- 
cluding their hearts, and they tried 
hard to give them into our posses- 
sion. Yes, both the English and 
American messengers mingled as if 
they were members of an Anglo- 
Saxon Nation. On every opportu- 
nity they sought to draw into the 
closest fellowship. In the opening 
prayer by President Maclaren he 
pr;i.\ ('(i with fervor and tenderness, 
"especially for our American breth- 
ren, who have come in such numbers 
and who have aidi'd us so g^reatly in 
our recent struggles against the op- 
pressive Education Act." 

As you look back what stands out 
most clearly in your mind? What of 
the whole matter? 

"Two things now impress me 
most. First, the fellowship which 1 
have just mentioned. As Tolstoi has 
the killing cold to freeze out all 
difference between a haughty Rus- 
sian noble and his crushed serf, 
making them just two men, looking 
into each other's faces, so the throb- 
in^r llanie of enthusiasm obliterated 
all differences and made the mij^hty 
audience full of the tenderest and 
most beautiful unity. Dr. John 
Cliff ort. whom the British press 
calls the greatest Liberal in Great 
Britain; Dr. Maclaren, England's 
greatest preacher; Mr. Shakespeare, 
a de.scendant of the immortal Wil- 
liam, and the managing secretary of 
the meeting; Baron UxUU, a noble- 
man of Russia; two members of 
Parliament, Justices White and 
Uoyd George, and other such great 
men from all lands, became as boon 
companions with the humblest. 
There seemed to be one heart beat 
that throbbed through tiie great 
meeting, which grew more manifeit 



and responaivA from day to day fur 
iKk tight days of the meeting- ' 

"The other thing was thf Mum* 
miag up mure and more clearly of 
what the Baptist faith is. More and 
move it dawned upon the audience.'? 
that the Baptist faith is founded 
upon two mighty and conquering 
principles, towards whidi AnflpgM|||t 
and all movements of the new'wSPfd 
are tending, yes. rushing. In such 

' 1 "iiv a World-Baptifit conscioii.;- 
!> was bom and their mission to 
ih" world as a whole seited upon 
and announced. What are the prin- 
cii)left? Just these: That the ulti- 
mate outcome by God's uplifting 
and training of the race, the end of 
sociology, theology, government and 
practical religion, is the turning of 
the race into one brotherhood of 
free, of kingly individuals, having no 
sponsors, priests, popes, kings — no 
maafUov of any kind; and then that 
as a united and free brotherhood, 
absolute loyalty an<l immediate and 
exact obedience due to Jesus Christ 
and His word. He only is King and 
Lord. 

"How su(?h pronouncements did 
grow bolder and bolder. How the 
audiences rang out, louder and 
louder, in applau.se of them. It was 
clearly claimed that the unrest in 
the labor movement, the new nations 
being born in Japan, China, Russia j 
and in the islands of the seas, were 
bom indirectly, at least, from Bap- 
tist principles; that the drift of the 
world is Baptistwards, and that this 
is the age for mighty achievements 
from them. This brought no bitter- 
ness to them for other people, but 
rather gave a new consideration and 
affections, not only for other denom- 
inations, but for tbose nations which 
ar..-! in travail. Alonp this line the 
next Congress, to be held five years 
from now in Philadelphia, will be 
held. Already Baptists are begin- 
ning to think and plan for that 
time."

We often wonder at the strong 
attachment a musician has for his 
instrument, or a woman for her pet, 
but all know what love of the old 
home is. It is natural for mankind 
to love soma person or thing, and 
even the lower animals are the same 
way, 

A straying musician out of work 
found hia way into Hopkinsville if 
short time 1 ^n .' :,i>-'it, the only 
thing he had besides tiis clothing 
waa hia old violin. He was not used 
to manual labor, but he had reached 
a point in life, a.s it was "between 
seasons," when his violin could not 
earn food or replace his well worn 
clothing. So he found employment 
for a few days at the cannery. Such 
work was distasteful to him, but it 
was the only employment that lie 
could find, and after fi^ruring out 
his expenses he found that his board 
bill too cloady approximated his re- 
ceipts. He probably thought that 
as the theatrical season was ap- 
proaching he had better make his 
way to a larger city where his violin 
could earn something for him a little 
above the expenses. He was owing 
a board bill, and after paying that 
out of his week's earnings he would 
not have enough to pay his way to 
Evansville. He was not a common 
tramp, he must travel like a man, 
for stealing rides on trains wn^ 
something too degrading and dan 
gerous for him to even think of. 
He must go, but he must part with 
the dearest thing on this earth to 
him, his violte. For fourteen years, 
under the footlighta and in the danc- 
ing hall, his violin had always 
answered to his loving touch, and, 
though not winning fame for him, 
it had furnished him the means of 
subsistence, talked to him in sweet 
tones when they were alone and of- 
ten cheered his droophig spirits. But 
they must part. Learning that Mr. 
Jack Meador is not only a fine per- 
former on the violin, but a judge of 
instruments, he offered to sell him 
his instrument, but as Mr. Meador 
ia the owner of two splendid violins, 
he declined to purchase, low as the 
price of the instrument had been 
placed by the stranded musician. 
Mr. Meador gave the distressed and 
needy musician the names of several 
persons who might purchase his in- 
strument, but they all declined. Re- 
turning to Mr. Meador, he begged 
of him to take hia instrument his 
hands. Mr. Meador told liii^that 
the violin was worth far more than 
he offered to part with it for, 
and he must still refuse. After 
much pleading, Mr. Meador told him 
that he was not running a pawn- 
broker's shop, but he would help 
him out of hia extremity if, when he 
aeeured employment, he would send 
him the money advanced on the in- 
strument. The condition was agreed 
to, and the stranger tuned tiia in- 
strument no longer his and with the 
skill of an artist played his farewell 
piece, "My Old Kentucky Home," 
and passed the violin to Mr. Meador, 
the tears running down his sad face 
aa he parted from his dearest and 
most constant friend. 

Mr. Meador says the man's name 
was Liebipr. and it seemed to him 
that the old soi\g, so familiar and 
dear to every Kentuckian's heart, 
never sounded so sweetly to him 
before, as the wail of the broken 
heart of the violinist foimd ita ex- 
pression through the violin.

cuiumun throughout the length and 
breadth of the United States, and even 
extends its range contiderably beyond 
the boundaries of this country. 

Although owlnR to climatic changes, 
in different parts of North America, It 
has a variety of forms (no less than 21 ) . 
known acientiflcally as sab-speciee, still, 
to all intents and purpoees, it Is tbe same 
bird from Maine to California. In tho 
Dortheastprn states it is one of our com- 
monest songsters, and. although the ma- 
jority of them migrate to a more south- 
ern clime in tbe fall, a number remain 
with us all tbe winter; bat these are, in 
all probability, the ones that have sam- 
mered farther north . At thia time of tbe 
year, however, our little sparrow Is al- 
most cniirply silent, seldom ever giv- 
ing utterance to a chirp, and keeping 
close to covert, where be can be some- 
what protected from the oold wlna«. We 
are conscious of hia presence only by 
catching fleeting glimpses of him as he 
glides from thicket to thicket, or dodges 
In and out nf s.ime brush pile. In color 
so- closely matching the tone of tbe 
brqsb itself aa to make htm difflooltof 
detection. He Is a seed eater, and can 
always manage, even when the snow H 
the deepest, to find enough seeds clinging 
to the dead stalks to keep him In food, 
BO that there Is little or no danger of his 
starring; and although he is moreot a 
summer than a winter bird, he is a hardy 
lltUe fellow, and his soft, thick feathers 
seem to be ample protection against even 
the extremes of cold. 

The color of his back, wings and tall 
lechestnut, streaked in places wltli gray 
and black; his under parts are white, 
with splashes of brown on his throat 
and chest. Both male and female birds 
are marked alike, although the markings 
on the male are a tritle stronger and the 
general tone of celor brighter. His to- 
tal length from tip of bill to tip of tall is 
about 6H Inches. 

Towards the end of February those in- 
dividuals of this species that have spent 
the winter in the south heKin to return 
and Join the ranks of thosf who re- 
mained l>ehind. Then does their time 
of singing oommence, to be continued 
with hardly a cessation— except for a 
few weeks in August— until nearly the 
middle of November, for theirs, of all 
the birds-songs, ia the first to be heard 
in thesprlngand the la.M in the fall. The 
song Itself is cbaracterisUc, and once 
beard can never be forgotten, although 
short and of little variatiun. Tbe first 
three or four notes are uttered in a low 
Vcy. but with Incrt^a.singciniihasiK; then 
with a sudden leap the singer ascends 
tothe key note, sustains it for a coup'.r* 
of counts, drops to a slightly lower key, 
and suddenly stops, leaving in the mind 
of the listener the Impression that he has 
failed to compl"!-' his performance. Tho 
best translation ol the song Into words 
is given by one author as ' Press-presa- 
press, by-trrrr-rlan-lan." April is for 
the month of love making, and by May 
1 at tbe latest the birds are mated and 
must take up the serious caresof41fe. As 
a n^ttiter of fact, however, the serious- 
ness of lift- never seems to strike them, 
and the cares sU but lightly on their 
shoaiawa. Bspecially ia this true of the 
male, for during the entire period of 
their home life he can always find the 
time to leave his iluties ui very frequent 
intervals, to lilt to the topmost branch 
of some low hu^li una there pour forth 
his dainty little song as though from the 
absolute of living. 

The home, a rather compact structure 
of dead leaves, grasses, strips of grape- 
vine bark, piivtii of dead weed stalks 
and twigs, rootlets and in fact almost 
any like mntcriiil. and lined wiMi fTTIe 
dead grasses and horsehairs, is usually 
plaoed on the ground, hidden In a tus- 
sook of grass, und«r a burah pile. In a 
fenoeoorner,underthe edge of an over- 
banging bush, or in any such a situation 
that will afford It the proper conceal- 
ment. Sometimes, but not so frequently, 
it Is built in a low cedar or other ever- 
green bush, and I have eveD fouad a 
neet plaeed ia the side of a hayataslt. 
Two. and sometimes even three, 
broods are raised in a seaaoo. and it 
Is act at all uaueuai to Sad oeoupied

at New York city in 1884, In effect 
that all labor parades should there- 
after occur ou the Orel Monday in 
September. This was before labor was 
accorded the honor of a holiday In any 
part of the country. After the pass- 
age of the resolution workingmen's 
organizations throushout the land be- 
gan agitation to induce state legisla- 
tures to make the day a legal holidajr. 

The Colorado legislature was the 
first to take action and the first Mon- 
day in September, 1887, became, in Col- 
orado, the first legal Labor day ever 
celebrated. Three or four of the east- 
ern states soon followed and now near- 
ly all of the states and territories have 
committed themselves. 

The present labor movement in the 
United States and Canada received its 
first real impetus with the organiza- 
tion of the Knights of l^hor In 1869, 
although the first trades union In the 
United States wa.s established as early 
as 1803 by the tailors. Politics at that 
time appeared to offer the moat cer- 
tain field for labor reforms and politi- 
cal organizations of laboring men were 
not uncommon at the end of the first 
quarter of the century. In 1829 a dele- 
gate was elected to the New York 
state aaaembly oo a worklncmen's 
ticket and a f«w yean later the feneral 
trades union of New York city was 
successful in electing its representative 
to congrosB. Various minor political 
movements were coincident, about this 
time, with the formation of a more 
concrete labor sentiment, and out of 
political activity, at different points 
grew various munl^^lpal federal ions or 
trades unions. In 1S?1 a local union 
of printers was organized and this was 
followed by the launching gf other 
unions. 

A distinctive movement for refprm 
in the line of modern trades unionism 



age the establinbment of the nnmer- 
one narrower and specific trade;- 
naiona which subsequently sprung up 
in all parts of the conntry. Those In- 
terested in the labor movement of the 
time as thinkers and leaders began to 
perceive in this lucllnation to narrow- 
n«M the menace of final dissolution, 
and /the necessity of a national body 
began agalD to be discussed. As a re- 
sult,, th* National Labor nnion wan 
orssBtsed, but its efforts were largely 
diveried to p<ilUlcal ends, with the re- 
sult that the hopes nf Its founders 
were never realized. 

But the seed of organized unionism 
was sown and was llkeljr to sprout In 
almost any cornsr. The orfanlsation 
of the Knights of Labor was perfected 
In secret in 1S69 by the leaders of a 
dissolved local union of garment work- 
ers In Philadelphia. This secrecy, 
which it was thought best to malntala 
because labor organizations In the past 
had failed by reason of the disapproval 
of employers, was so effectually con- 
tinued for i;{ years that few outsldsi^ 
fully understood its purpose. Msmbsr- 
sbip in the society grew phenomenally, 
until 7UU,000 members were claimed, 
and branches existed in all parts of 
the country. Admittance to the order 
was granted, however, quite promiscu- 
ously, and all persons over 16 years nf 
age, except liquor dealers, gamblers, 
bankers and lawyers were eligible. The 
government of the orRanlzallon was 
vested in local, district, state and na- 
tional trade assemblies and was of a 
centralized form. But it did not ac- 
complish the specific results aimed at 
by the various trades. In coarse of 
time, moreover, 11 adopted a political 
platform and ita alms became too com- 
plex and involved to suit some of the 
local unions. 

Seceders from the Knights of Labor 
and others formed the Amalgamated 
Labor union and at a convention at 
Terre Haute, Ind.. In 1881. this organi- 
zation was merged with another of a 
similar nSme — the Knights of Indus- 
try. At a subsequent convention at 
Pittsburg in the same year, the name 
"Fsdsration of Organized Trades and 
Labor Unions ot the Units* Statss

predecessors. It has a membership 
considerably in excess of 1,000.000 per- 
sons—probably 1.200,000— and, accord- 
ing to the last available records, there 
were affiliated wlih it lui national or 
international iiiilous, 2o state confed- 
erations, 47t! city central organizations 
and 1,825 local unions. The Ameri- 
can Federation ot Labor has for it* ob- 
jects Improvement in the conditions ot 
wages and labor, the establishment of 
Belf-KfowlnK unions of wage workers 
In evtry trade and legitimate occupa- 
tions where none now exists; the se- 
curing of favorable legislation; the 
molding of public opinion on the sub- 
i Ject of labor's rights— or rather, per- 
liapj, keeping public opinion from get- 
ting "moldy" on that score — and the 
furtherance of a civilization based up- 
on Industrial progreas. by securing to 
tollers a reduction in the hours ot la- 
bor and alleviation ot other pro- 
nounced ills. 

Although trades unionlata deaerre 
the credit for adding a Labor day to 
the list of our holidays, the day haa 
now a signlRcance beyond that ot a 
mere holiday for organised labor, 
which, after all. Is but one part of the 
world of commerce and toll to which 
the day now helonga-- not ouly eta a 
day of recrt'Hiion. but as a symbol Ot 
the public recogniUou of the honor 
due to workers, as an Indication of the 
place which honest toll holds in the 
hearts of the American people. The 
legislative recognition of the day waa 
v^illlout doubt an important factor in 
paving the way for federal recognition 
of labor, the climax of which waa the 
act ot congreaa ot February, 1908, 
which provided that the preeldent's 
cabinet should Include the chief nf an 
tiiilcpeadent bw^un of coiiiuiorce a,U(l

No Service Was Hadon Chair- 
man West, Head of Both 
Committees. 

The technical error of Mr. H. W. 
Tibb.s' Ifgral advisers in bringing the 
contest in the First Ward againet J. 
Killer Clark before the city commit- 
tee, turns out to have been more se- 
rious than at first supposed. It has 
developed that another fatal er- 
ror was made in the failure to serve 
the notice on the Chairman of the 
city committee, who is likewise 
Chairman of the county committee, 
the tribunal authorized to hear and 
determine all contests within the 
city and county. The service was 
had upon the Secretary of the city 
committee, who is not an officer of 
the county conunittee, and the con- 
test, therefore, is not legally before 
the proper committee to try it. As 
Mr. Tibbs waited until the tenth 
day to file the contest, the mistake 
as to jurisdiction leaves him in the 
attitude of having failed to file his 
notice before the proper body in 
time and there is now no time to 
remedy the defect in proceedure. 

The publication of the party law 
bearing on the questioA in the Ken* 
tuckian Tuesday, it seems, was a 
complete surprise to those who had 
encouraged Mr. Tibbs to bring the 
contest. The further information 
that a second error in service was 
made, that makes a contest impos- 
posdble at all, is this morning made 
known for the first time. 

The contest has been settled in ad 
vance by technical defects in bring- 
ing it. 

Mr. Clark's nomination cannot 
now be brought in question before 
either committee.
